w o rk required, and w ou ld also be 
enabled to com pete w ith an y mill 
or factory in the west, if properly 
m anaged. 


In «rder to m ake the enterprise 
valuable and a p a y in g investm ent 
it w o u ld require the p atronage of 
the people of S edalia,and especially 
the united patronage of the lumber 
m crchaufs. 
But, 
at this 
is the 
principle n o w being advocated by 
the Business M e n ’ s club, w e will 
consider w hat the results w ill be 


if carried out in this cate. 
A l l of the large plan in g mills in 
the country, and especially those 
m an u factu rin g stock goods, tuch 
as regular size doors, sash, blinds, 
mouldings, etc., arc members of an 
aisociation that makes and iixes 
the prices of these go od s; there­ 
fore there is no 
com petition 
in 
prices on this 
product 
and 
our 
lumber merchants pay the prices 
so fixed by this com bine, and e x ­ 
perience 
has 
show n 
that 
theie 
prices are sufficient. 
N o w . if the lumber yards in S e ­ 
dalia w ould buy these goods from 
their home mill, 
say at tfie same 
price fixed by the great com bine, 
and w ith the large amount of extra 
or odd size w o rk tliat is required 
by the lumber yard« every year, 
their patronage alone w ould keep 
this mill running w ith a full force 
fully half of the time during the 
year.
